The affidavits filed by W iley Hurst, 
of 
Scottsburg, 
charging 
Noble 
J. 
Hays, prosecuting attorney of Ja c k ­ 
son and Scott counties, with intoxica­ 
tion and assault and battery are very 
unusual proceedings, and are the first 
charges of this character ever filed 
against a prosecutor of this district. 
The affidavits have been given wide­ 
spread publicity throughout the state, 
and have been tty* subject of much 
talk among the citizen- of the two 
counties. 
The affidavits were the result o f an 
affair which occurred on the public 
square at Scottsburg Saturday after­ 
noon in the presence of a number of 
prominent citizens. 
Hays. it is a l­ 
leged, was under the influence of li­ 
quor and walked up to W iley Hurst, a 
man about sixty-five years of age, 
who wa- talking to John Richey and 
Barney Kverhart, and without pro­ 
vocation began to jerk the oh! man 
around 
and 
othewi-c 
annoy 
bim.

was standing, and asked him to a c­ 
company him to his office, which i- 
located just off the south side of the 
square. 
Hays started with the mag­ 
istrate. but before they reached the 
office the prosecutor told Air. Norris 
to walk ahead and he would follow 
later. 
Shortly after the men parted. Air. 
N orris met the Town M arshal George 
W alker, and told him that Hays was 
intoxicated and to arrest him.

m arshal asked for the warrants, and 
in a short time Mr. Hurst, who had 
had the trouble with Hays. came in­ 
to the magistrate’s office and swore j 
out the affidavits. The warrants were 
immediately prepared aud seined by 
the town marshal.

freely declared that there Is no In- 
| tendon to order the troops now in 
Texas to cross the Rio Grande. 
Pres­ 
ident Taft has never thought of issu­ 
ing such an order. 
Under the consti­ 
tution he is commander in-chief of the 
army and navy, but under the con­ 
stitution also it is the right of con­ 
gress to declare war. 
He never sus­ 
pected, one of his close friends said, 
that anyone would think that lie could 
contemplate such a step without the 
authority of congress. 
The paramount reason for sending 
the troops to Texas was to he ready 
for any emergency which might arise. 
The entire movement has been pre­ 
cautionary. 
Tile president ac* cd sole­ 
ly with a view to protecting the lives 
of Americans in Mexico, and of keep­ 
ing intact the hundreds of millions of 
dollars worth of property there owned 
by United States citizens. 
The troops will be in Texas when 
congress meets in April. 
If the rev­ 
olution in Mexico grows and American 
interests are threatened, congress will 
have an army of 20,000 men within 
easy moving distance of the trouble. 
The president thinks that he has done 
his part. 
He has gone as far as he 
could go and hopes that it will not be 
necessary to go any further, 
if later 
congress feels that the lives and prop­ 
erty of Americans iii Mexico are in 
danger and interference is necessary, 
tile president will follow its will. 
Un­ 
til congress gives tho word, though, 
there will be no movement of troops 
at the president’s direr!ion except on 
this side of the Rio Grande. 
The president 
has 
paid 
not the 
slightest attention to reports that in­ 
surgents in congress and notably in 
the senate, intend to make political 
capital out of this movement of troops. 
He has told his friends that he cared 
absolutely nothing for any adverse 
effect politically his action might have. 
, The thought of American lives and 
property being in danger caused him 
to act. 
Insurgents in congress may 
wish to kick up a row, and he will not 
seek to call them off. 
He told callers 
that he merely did what he regarded 
as his duty under hid oath of office. 
He had not thought of the political ef­ 
fect his order might have. 
The reports that the troops are to 
be withdrawn from Texas aud the bor­ 
der at the request of Ambassador De 
La Hana was denied by the president 
in conversation with friends. 
Senor 1 
De La Barra, it was said, never asked I 
that this government withdraw the 
troops. 
In the eyes of government 
officers here he could not have made 
such a request properly. 
The troops 
are In the United States, and for the 
present it is intended that they shall 
be used in maintaining neutrality. 
The statement which has appeared 
from time to time that W all street fig­ 
ured in the sudden dispatch of the 
troops to Texas also was discredited 
by men close to the president.
